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THE ANTAGONISM IS ALL ONE-SIDED. 


The different anti-Catholic agitators contend that 
they are only fighting back; that Catholics have been 
so aggressive with their literature, with their political 
vet < hoy with their efforts to control the schools, etc., 
that anti-Catholic propaganda was inevitable. There 
is not even the semblance of truth to this charge. The 
antithesis of the charge would be much nearer the 
truth. It is only in very recent years that wehave had 
popular polemic literature, and it was provoked by the 
aggressiveness of our antagonists. Though the Cath- 
olic Chureh in the United States has a membership 
nearly equal to the combined membership of all Prot- 
estant bodies, she does not circulate as much literature 
as some of the smaller sects, not as much as do the 
Socialists, the anti-Catholic agencies, and scarcely as 
much as do the Christian Scientists. There is not a 
single paper, or book (outside the Bible) published in 
the United States at the instigation or general en- 
dorsement of. the Catholic hierarchy; and most Cath- 
olic literature is of a constructive nature, and for cir- 
culation among Catholics. Besides our own, there are 
very few Catholic papers or periodicals, which reach a 
considerable number of non-Catholics, and there is 
not one which is professedly anti-Protestant. More 
than this, there will probably never be one, because the 
Catholic episcopate and clergy would never endorse it, 
and the Catholic laity would be the first to spurn it; it 
would have no patronage. | 

The same reflections apply to politics. Catholic 
men are surely in politics as are other citizens, but not 
as Catholics. Those of them who ask for votes on the 
score of religion usually suffer defeat. The constitu- 
tion of the American Federation of Catholic Societies 
forbids its constituency to drag politics into it; so does 
the constitution of the Knights of Columbus; bishops 
forbid the clergy to bring politics into the pulpit, and 
the Catholic laity would resent it in a most outspoken 
manner, Catholic papers might criticize the Presi- 
dent’s Mexican policy, but not as political organs; 
their editors might belong to the political party which 
is now in power. Criticism of some acts of an official 
is not synonymous with “being in politics.” The so- 
called independent secular papers are doing it every 
day; ministers do it, as a matter of course, from their 
pulpits. It is scarcely ever done from the Catholic 
pulpit. 

Least of all is the charge true about the public 
schools. The Catholic Church’s attitude towards them 
is purely negative; where she has parochial schools, 
her children merely do not use their right to attend 
the public schools. Criticism of the public schools by 
non-Catholic educators, by Protestant ministers, and 
the secular press is usually construed as friendly; the 
implication is that the schools’ friends are pointing 
out weaknesses in order that the same might be cor- 
rected and the schools become better. If a priest al- 
lude to the same weaknesses, he is said “to denounce” 
the schools. 

Catholics do not even stand up fer their rights in 
regard to the public schools. Their citizenship and the 
taxation of their property to support these schools 
give Catholics an equal right with other Americans to 
teach in them, and to have a voice in their manage- 
ment. Yet how many communities strive to deprive 
Catholics of this right! And Catholics endure it even 
though the law would sustain them against their 
“discriminators.” 

The aggressiveness is all on the part of those who 
unjustly accuse Catholics, and those at the head of the 
leading anti-Catholic movements know this only too 
well. They are well acquainted with Catholic forbear- 
ance, and with the apparent indifference of the Cath- 
olic Church towards their propaganda against her. 
On the other hand, they know the feeling of Protes- 
tantism against the mother Church; they know how 
deeply rooted is prejudice against her among a large 
percentage of the American people; they know that 
by fabricating and publishing gross calumnies against 
her they can find a ready market for their literature 
and elicit interest in their deceptive campaign.

Spiritual Advisory Board, which bears the same relation to the Sodality 
Union that the director bears to the individual Sodality. The power of 
the director is very great, but it is exercised rether in a directive than in 
an autocratic manner. The officers of the Union afe allowed to discharge 
their functions in an orderly way, receiving encouragement and cuidance 
whenever necessary from the Spiritual Advisory Board. This Board meets 
before the general meetings of the Union to make suggestions and give 
guidance, and the decisions of the Union are referred to it again for a p- 
proval and confirmation. In this way there is a constant interchange of 
influence and suggestions without any friction or conflict of authority. 
This arrangement makes possible a very happy cO<pefration between the 
clergy and the laity in the management of the Union and it leaves the de. 
tails of the work in the hands of the officers of the Union while giving the 
Spiritual Directors their due share in its management. By bringing the 
Directors together from time to time this Union affords also a means of 
consultation and co-operation among the pastors of the city which wit! 
make greatly for the interests of extra-parochial activities and for city. 
wide Catholic enterprises.

li—THE PARISH.

Perhaps the greatest of all parish problems is that which deals with 
our young nen. Happy the pastor and the people who have not to mourn 
the indifference or even the total loss of some of these who should be the 
hope of our future Catholic manhood, the strength.and support of the 
Church! 

it is not possible here to enumerate the Causes and occasions that have 
been their undoing. Some have drifted into a gradual neglect of their 
duties because there has been no one to Care for them, to give them any 
particular attention, to admonish and encourage them. Others have been 
subjected to the manffold temptations of our modern world. and there was 
no firm and friendly hand to save them. Whatever was the reason, we can 
not now permit them to be lost. 

There are countiess things that can be dohe to Interest and enthuse 
our Catholic young men. There is only one suggestion, however, with 
which we shall here deal. It will not conflict with any of our other under- 
takings for the young, but can be fruftfully carried on in conjunction with 
any of them 

The suggestion was recently given the writer by one who has enjoved 
a vast experience, and has everywhere directly come into contact with the 
startling facts of the loss of so many of our young men in the parishes 
throughout the land. His advice is very simple, and for this reason prom- 
isés to be the more effective. it is besides of univere#a! application, de- 
manding nothing more than zeal on the part of the pastor and of his will- 
ing lay aposties. 

“Let every parish.” he said, “have a card catalogue of all its young 

Let it always be kept ém order and be made absolutely complete.” 
Such a catalogue’ would contain the names and actual addresses of 
those who have passed through the parish school, and of all the young 
men within the parish limits who are or should be Catholics 

“In the second place let the entire parish be districted. For each 
block or section one zealous and tactful promoter should be appointed.” 

fhe duty of such a: promoter will be to investigate his section in the 
most thorough way. He will live within it or else in Iite'neighborhood and 
s0 Can carefully study the situation. He will know every young man with- 
in his own district and learn whether he belongs or should belong to the 
Church. He will thus keep perfect and up-to-date his own list of names in 
the card catalogue

“The next task of such a promoter,” said the widely-experienced 
priest, “will be to see after the spiritual welfare of each of the young men 
now under his supervision and special care.” 

it will be well for him, we may add, to enlist in this work the im- 
mediate neighbors and friends of the young man whom he wishes to bring 
back to his religious duties, or whom he wisht@sto encourage to become a 
more fervent Catholic and a more frequent 66mmunicant. He will thus 
strive above all to infuse his own spirit of zeal into all with whom he 
comes into contact, while he can always firmly rely upon his pastor for 
instruction, support and encouragement in every difficulty and need. 

“But how is this entire work to be unified?” 

“The center and goal will be the general monthly communion of al) 
the young men of the parish. All absentees will be carefully noted, and 
instant inquiry made by tfe promoter responsible for them. 
rest until he has brought them back to the " 
himself of their regular monthly attendance,’ 

Even then he may still continue by all means possible to encourage 
them to advance in fervor. It will be well for him to set the example of 
receiving our Divine Lord at least once every week. 

No mention has here been made of clubs, libraries; gymnasiums and 
the many means of instruction and amusement that can attract and benefit 
young men, though such exterior aids will greatly simplify the promoter’s 
duty. Similarly no particular society has been mentiéned under whose 
auspices this work might be carried on. The purpose was to propose the 
present pian in all its simplicity, It can be adapted to any circumstances 
even the most humble and unpromisifie 

Its center of attraction must berthe Holy Eucharist, and the peace 
and:love and joy which flow from this fountain source of Catholic life 
The Divine Lover of souls is mightier than all our human means in hold- 
ing to Himself the hearts of the young who are taught to come to Him 
confidingly and lovingy. He will be able to preserve their purity and to 
increase their fervor and their faith. 

But no human expedients which we can employ should for this reason 
be ignored. They are left, however, to the pastor's own discretion. The 
director of the young men’s sodality would here have a powerful means to 
leaven the entire congregation. The promoters would form that inner cir. 
cle which is supposed to be the sodality’s core. Mis own brief. but zealous 
and instructive exhortations at the monthly Communion Mass intended for 
ail the young men of the parish, without any exeeption, whether sodalisis 
or not, would work wonders. 

Every sodalist moreover could be encouraged to aid the promoters in 
this sublime apostolate, whose goal would be to make of al) our young 
men fervent Catholics and enthusiastic participants in all parish ac- 
tivities. 

Similar movements may be inaugurated for other parish members. as 
may seem expedient. Protestants have successfully used such methods in 
districting a city and assigning promoters for every block. We surely wil! 
not be outdone in zeal. 

Here, then, is a fruitful suggestion for practical work. If taken up 
throughout the land it would, humanly speaking, be our strongest insur- 
ance against loss and constantly increase the numbérs of the faithful as 
in the Early Church. The zeal of the promoters; and those laboring with 
them, would have no limit and we would educate a generation of aposties 
through whom might be brought about, with God's help, that-earnest)y 
longed-for renewal of all things in Christ, in which His charity shal! reign 
supreme.
